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COVID-19 shots rolled out to Ohioans 80 and older, 
but supplies remain limited in rural areas of state 


The public rollout of the COVID-19 vaccine began Tuesday, with the Ohio State University offering 


inoculations at the Schottenstein Center in Columbus. Staff members working the event were briefed on 
the concourse outside of Value City Arena in the light of the marquees.

Helen Formet lived through the Great Depression, 
World War II and now the worst pandemic in more 
than a century. 

Formet, 100, of Dublin got her first dose of the 
COVID-19 vaccine on Tuesday as Ohio began to ad- 
minister shots to people age 80 and older. The rollout, 
by most accounts, went smoothly in Columbus but 
encountered difficulties in some rural areas of the 
state, where fewer doses were available. 

Formet said she read in The Dispatch about how to 
get a shot and joked that she felt like a celebrity as she 
received the vaccine at Ohio State University’s Schot- 
tenstein Center. 

“Tm just looking forward to feeling secure and not 
getting it because I’ve had so many friends that have 
lost their mothers,” Formet said. “It’s a sad time for a 
lot of people. They don’t even get to see their loved 
ones when they’re in the hospital.” 

Formet was one of more than 1,600 Ohioans who 
got their shot at the Schottenstein Center on Tuesday 
in the launch of Phase 1B, said Dr. Andrew Thomas, 
chief clinical officer at OSU’s Wexner Medical Center. 
Patients were vaccinated in two areas on the con- 
course level that wraps around Value City Arena. 

Phase 1B includes Ohioans age 65 and older, teach- 
ers and people with severe preexisting conditions. 

Ohio’s 420,000 residents age 80 and up who are

Vaccine plan 
for Ohio schools 
still up in air

Less than two weeks remain until Ohio’s K-12 
school employees can receive COVID-19 vaccines, a 
rollout that could be a mad rush if supplies remain 
limited. 

It’s still unclear how the state plans to divide the 
scarce vaccines between districts, though, and how 
and where employees will receive them. 

This week, for example, the state only received 
about 100,000 vaccine doses. In the 2019-20 school 
year, more than 334,000 people, including substitute 
employees, worked in K-12 public and private 
schools, according to Ohio Department of Education 
data. 

About 9% of them, or 37,000 workers, live in 
Franklin County. Nearly 17%, or 56,000, reside 
throughout central Ohio (Franklin County and its 
contiguous counties). 

To prepare for the rollout, area school leaders are
